With the addi­ 
tio n o f this dep artment to the curric­ 
ulum o f the 
subjects 
at 
p resent 
studied at the high scho o l, all that 
is necessary fo r the p erfect develo p ­ 
ment o f bo th the mmental and p hy si­ 
cal side o f the student can be attain­ 
ed by tho se who so desire. 
The gy mnasium is situated o u the 
lo wer flo o r o f the building, kno wn as 
the basement, and is well illuminated 
bo th by windo w's and also with gas 
and electric light. 
The 
ro o m 
is 
seventy feet lo ng, running Ihe entire 
length o f the building, and fo rty -five

The blossoms should be out 
w ith a considerable length of the new 
wood up on which they grow, and If at 
once fully im m ersed in w ater and then 
p laced deep In a well filled vase they 
rem ain fresh and odorous for m any 
days. The p lant is a little difficult for 
am ateurs to p rop agate from cuttings, 
though w ith p lenty of w ater and sun 
and som e bottom heat the young cut­ 
tings quick ly root and p rosp er.
